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CCG to meet with council over surgery closure claims 


LACK OF PUBLIC CONSULTATION LEADS TO HEALTH SCRUTINY COMMITTEE'S CALL FOR TALKS 


DORSET Clinical Commissioning Group 
(CCG) bosses are to meet with members of 
Dorset County Council’s health scrutiny com¬ 
mittee over claims the healthcare organisation 
plans to close GP practices. 

Dorset CCG have published their draft Primary Care 
Commissioning Strategy and Plan which suggests po¬ 
tential for one group of general practices to deliver 
services through a reduced number of locations - 
which could be consolidated from eight to three or 
five with all urgent primary care being delivered from 
one location such as Bridport Community Hospital. 

It proposes that general practices need to work more 
closely together as a network or ‘super-practice’ but 
bosses stress that they cannot make practices merge 
or close. 

Cllr Ros Kayes, a member of the health scrutiny

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committee, raised concerns about the CCG’s propos¬ 
als as no public consultation would take place on the 
potential delivery of primary care and suggested tak¬ 
ing the issue to health secretary Jeremy Hunt. 

Members of the committee discussed the CCG’s 
Primary Care Commissioning Strategy at a meeting 
on Monday and evaluated the proposed changes as a 
major change and subject to intervention from the 
committee. 


They also want to make the CCG aware of the com¬ 
mittee’s displeasure that the CCG did not bring the 
matter fully to their attention earlier and believe the 
proposed changes could have a devastating effect on 
rural communities. 

A special meeting with members and the CCG has 
been organised to take place at some point in Decem¬ 
ber. 

Rob Payne, head of primary care NHS Dorset CCG, 
said: “As stated previously, we have no plans to close 
any practices and we welcome the opportunity to 
meet with the Dorset health scrutiny committee to 
discuss the document in more detail.”

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Man charged with breaching Criminal Behaviour Order 


A BEAMINSTER man has been 
given a community order, a cur¬ 
few and a fine for breaching his 
Criminal Behaviour Order (CBO). 

Christopher Vye, 64, of Hogshill 
Street was issued with the CBO 
in August after he was found 
guilty of assaulting a member of 
staff at a pub in Bridport and has 
been arrested and charged with 
seven breaches of his CBO. 

The CBO stated that Mr Vye 
must not: act or incite others to 
behave in an anti-social manner, 
use or incite others to use threat¬ 
ening intimidating, insulting or 
abusive words or behaviour, 
enter any licensed premises in 


the Bridport and Beaminster 
areas, to which he has already 
been barred under the Pub- 
watch scheme, have open con¬ 
tainers of alcohol in public or be 
drunk in a public place. 

He was also ordered to en¬ 
gage with EDP Drug & Alcohol 
Services for a minimum of three 
times a week until discharged 
by EDP. 

On Wednesday, November 
7th at Bournemouth Crown 
Court, Mr Vye was given a com¬ 
munity order requiring him to 
abide by a two month curfew 
between the hours of 8 pm and 
7am and ordered to pay a £85 


victim surcharge. 

He was arrested and charged 
with breaching his CBO on 
September 1st, 10th, 15th and 
27th, as well as October 12th, 
10th and 27th. 

A spokesperson for Dorset Po¬ 
lice said: "Bridport and Beamin¬ 
ster Neighbourhood Policing 
Teams are committed to dealing 
with alcohol related crime and 
anti-social behaviour. 

"The Criminal Behaviour Order 
can be applied for by police to 
tackle a person's ongoing be¬ 
haviour which is having a detri¬ 
mental effect on the comm¬ 
unity."

would like members of the public to come along 
and discuss this with us.” 

The CCG previously released a statement re¬ 
sponding to allegations that they were to close GP 
practices. 

In the statement, Mr Payne said: “We want to be 
absolutely clear that we have no plans to close any 
practices and any claims that we do are inaccurate. 

“We are in fact actively working across Dorset 
to support practices where they are facing the 
greatest pressures. 

“Primary care faces a number of challenges in 
the future and if we continue as we are doing, our 
workforce and finances could soon be over¬ 
stretched. 

“The draft Primary Care Commissioning Strat¬ 
egy and Plan considers how services could be de¬ 
livered differently to ensure they are safe and 
sustainable for the future; for example, consolida¬ 
tion of sites or back office functions. 

“This draft version of the strategy which is on

our website and has been circulated to key stake¬ 
holders to gain their views. 

“Our ongoing strategy is to work with local 
groups of practices to help shape the way in which 
we would support new models of care.

Tory councillors 
block chance to 
run bus services 


CONSERVATIVE county councillors have voted 
against a motion asking the county council to chal¬ 
lenge clause 21 of the Bus Services Bill, which would 
prevent local authorities from running bus services. 

Cllr Ros Kayes, who put the motion forward, said: 
"This is utter folly. 


A BRIDPORT property that was the sub¬ 
ject of two Dorset Police drug search war¬ 
rants, with a tenant who had accrued rent 
arrears, has been repossessed by Magna 
Housing Association. 

The tenant of 70B on East Street was evicted on 
Monday, November 7th after the judge at Wey¬ 
mouth County Court dismissed an appeal by the 
occupants to be allowed to remain. The applica¬ 
tion was made to the county court on Thursday, 
November 3rd. 

The address had become a focal point of drugs 
activity, crime and anti-social behaviour that af¬ 
fected the wider community. 

During the police warrants in 2016, officers 
seized class A and class B drugs and arrested four 
people on suspicion of drug offences. 

Two people received a caution and one was 
handed a conditional discharge. The other per¬ 
son was released without charge. 

Police Constable Scott McGregor, of Bridport 
Neighbourhood Policing Team, said: "We are 
committed to tackling drug-related crime and 
associated offences and our officers will continue 
to obtain and execute search warrants, where 
there are grounds to believe illicit activity. 

"We will continue to work with other agencies 
such as Magna Housing and together we will 
tackle anti-social behaviour and the menace of 
drug-related crime in Bridport." 

Kate Morris, one of Magna's housing officers in 
the anti-social behaviour team, said: "We are 
committed to working with residents and other 
organisations to tackle all types of anti-social be¬ 
haviour including drugs. 

"It can take some time to gather the evidence 
we need to take action, but with the help of the 
police and others we have achieved a good out¬ 
come for local residents. Magna Housing also 
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pursued the tenant for rent arrears. 

"We encourage anyone to let us or the police 
know if they think there is a problem with drugs 
in the area where they live."

Recycling charges questioned as 
no increase in fly-tipping reported 


THE Dorset Waste Partnership (DWP) have re¬ 
ported that there has been no increase in fly tipping 
in the county since charges were introduced at 
household recycling centres, however Bridport 
town councillors question the move to charge. 

Charges for people to recycle hardcore and rub¬ 
ble, soil, plasterboard, tyres, asbestos and gas bot¬ 
tles at the county’s centres came into force in 
September. 

Councillors were updated on the impact of the 
charges at an environment and social wellbeing 
committee meeting earlier this month. 

Town clerk Bob Gillis said: “The Dorset Waste 
Partnership are monitoring and they say the depot 
reported that there doesn’t appear to be any change 
in fly tipping on public land in Bridport following 
the introduction of charges, but they are continuing 
to monitor it. 

“They have had a couple of reports of black bags 
of domestic waste and furniture, which was a sofa, 
reports of some commercial waste and they have 
also had a couple of reports of dumping on private 
land of 20 tyres in one go. 

“They don’t feel there has been any major in¬ 
crease in fly tipping since the introduction of 
charging but they are continuing to monitor it.” 

Cllr Julian Jones welcomed the news and said: 
“I am satisfied with the response that they haven’t 
noticed any big change, there has always been fly 
tipping, fly tipping before these charges came in, 
there is always a small minority of people who are 
just ignorant and selfish and do this sort of thing.” 

However, Cllr Dave Rickard was sceptical and 
felt it was too soon to tell if the charges had had 
an impact and said that it could be better to close 
for a day than to charge. 

He said: “Whether a small amount - a couple of 
bags here a tyre there - whether that is being lost 
at the moment, I think it is far too soon to know 
the impact. 

“I think we need to ask around, farmers may find 
it three months later when they go down in the 
meadow and find they have got it. It won’t be ob¬ 
vious. 

“They [DWP] haven’t got people criss-crossing 
the county looking for bits of fly tipping, it will 
only be on reports. 

“I am concerned with the principle, as a society 
we provided people with the chance to recycle 
stuff and it is a public service. 

“We have only had the thing for a year and now 
they are starting to charge people to go there. 
When is it going to stop? Are they going to charge 
for every time you go in there? An entrance fee or 


something? It will undo all the work of recycling. 

“I am really concerned so we have to get some 
evidence one way or the other, if it is not going to 
make an impact, fine, but I suspect it will have a 
bad effect on recycling numbers. 

“One of the options, [from a consultation last 
year] as they had to save money, was would you 
rather have a charge for certain items or close for 
a day, but they didn’t say which certain items or 
how much or when they were going to bring it in. 

“You could find a time to close it which would 
cause the least problem and keep it free at the point 
of use. 

“We were one of the last areas to do doorstep re¬ 
cycling and to go and change the rules in less than 
12 months is not doing us any favours.” 


Next WATAG meeting 

THE next meeting of the West Dorset Western 
Area Transport Action Group (WATAG) will be 
held on Thursday, November 24th at Bridport Wl 
Hall in North Street at 6.30pm. 

This month the group will look at the new sys¬ 
tem for the contracting of school transport for 
eligible secondary school age pupils and it is 
hoped there will be an update on the Bridport 
Area Neighbourhood Plan from the public trans¬ 
port aspect. There will also be an update on the 
community bus services already in place. 

The committee welcome all levels of council¬ 
lors, transport operators and Dorset Travel offi¬ 
cials. 

There will be a democratic session when any¬ 
one may raise new questions about local bus 
and rail services.

Art trail showcase needs public support to continue 


AN ART trail in Lyme Regis, 
which showcases work by Brid- 
port artist Isla Chaney, needs the 
public’s support if it is to con¬ 
tinue. 

Organisers and artists involved 
in the ArtFest Sculpture Trail are 
asking for the public to help se¬ 
cure up to £25,000 in funding 
for a continued public art pres¬ 
ence in the town. 

John Calder, curator of this 
year’s sculpture trail - which 
saw installations appear across 
the town throughout summer - 
has applied to the Aviva Com¬ 
munity Fund for the grant, but 
the public need to place their 
votes to ensure the project is 


supported. 

If successful, it is hoped that a 
continued public art presence 
will be created in Lyme Regis, 
building on the experience 
gained from the past two sculp¬ 
ture trails that were held in con¬ 
junction with the annual Arts- 
Fest, and creating an out-of-sea¬ 
son attraction for both residents 
and visitors. 

The project has already re¬ 
ceived more than 880 votes and 
Mr Calder has been backed by 
the town council, Town Mill 
Arts and LymeForward. 

Funding would be spent on hir¬ 
ing 12 of the “most worthy and 
robust” sculptures from this 


year’s trail for a further 12 
months at a total cost of £9,705. 

A further £13,800 would be 
spent on creating a bronze 
replica of one of the most popu¬ 
lar pieces from this year’s trail, 
‘Hareman’ by Clare Trenchard, 
which appeared in Langmoor 
Gardens, as this proved not ro¬ 
bust enough as a resin cast work. 

It is then hoped to establish a 
commissioning programme for 
new work. 

The grant application says that 
this element of the project re¬ 
quired further development and 
a budget of £1,200 would be 
used to work on this for future 
years.

* Bridport remembers 


HUGE crowds lined the streets 
before taking their place around 
the war memorial in South 
Street on Sunday as the people 
of Bridport assembled to pay 
their respects to all those that 
gave their lives fighting for their 
country. 

In warm, sunny weather with a 
nip of autumnal air, associations 
from veterans to youth organisa¬ 
tions laid wreaths in the tradi¬ 
tional Remembrance Day 
Parade.

Addressing the parade, organ¬

The parade filed into St Mary’s 
Church for a remembrance ser¬ 
vice conducted by Rev’d Canon 
Andrew Evans, Rev’d Pete 
Stone, Rev’d Janis Moore and 
Rev ’ d Ann Ayling.

A LOCAL six-year-old boy’s crowdfunding 
appeal has raised £7,500 for a life-saving 
op for his beloved Labrador - which needs 
to be done by a human heart surgeon. 

Joseph Foster and his family, from Brid- 
port, launched a desperate crowdfunding 
appeal to pay for complex surgery for their 
poorly 16-month-old puppy, Tess. 

The golden Lab suffers from a rare, ter¬ 
minal condition which means it has an er¬ 
ratic heart rate and could suffer a heart 
attack at any time. 

A tricky procedure to correct the defect, 
radiofrequency ablation, is only available at 
one centre in England. It costs £7,500 and 
must be carried out by an expert surgeon. 

The family have insurance for Tess, but it 
only pays out up to £3,000 per condition - 
and they’ve already hit the limit. 

So Joseph, with the help of his dad James 
Foster, 44, mum Rachael Rogers, 42, big 
sister Ellie, 17, and family friends, launched 
an appeal to raise the cash. 

Appealing for dog lovers to donate to save 
Tess, Joseph said: “I love her because she’s 
my dog. 

“She nearly died one day but she’s a really 
lucky dog and she never died. I would feel 
happy if she had the operation because she 
will be happy. I love her.” 

The appeal went viral and within 24 
hours, Joseph had raised the cash needed. 

They now plan to get to get Tess booked 
in for treatment - which has a 95 per cent 
success rate - at Davies Veterinary Special¬ 
ists, Herts, as soon as possible. 


James, a law lecturer at Weymouth Col¬ 
lege said the disease is like a “ticking time 
bomb” or a “death sentence”. 

He said: “We have been inundated with 
donations - there was even one for £500. 

“It has been a really overwhelming expe¬ 
rience and Joseph is so pleased. He and 
Ellie are over the moon. 

“They are just absolutely blown away by 
it. Joseph is so happy that Tess has got a 
chance to live. 


“Tess is a young dog and she is strong. I 
really am optimistic that we are going to get 
a full life out of her now. It’s absolutely 
amazing.” 

Tess’ operation will involve permanently 
removing the abnormal pathways that cre¬ 
ate her erratic heart rate and fix the ‘short 
circuit’ in the organ. 

Labradors are believed to be particularly 
susceptible to tachycardia but it is not 
known why.

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Wildlife trust needs help to fight hedgerow decline in Dorset 


DORSET Wildlife Trust 
(DWT) has launched an urgent 
campaign to raise money to 
allow its winter hedgerow 
maintenance work to continue 
in Dorset. 

Hedgerows provide habitat 
and food for up to 3,000 species 
of wildlife, including dormice, 
bats and hedgehogs. 

The wildlife charity needs to 
raise £30,000 to ensure work 
such as 1,000 metres of hedge¬ 
laying, 3,200 metres of 


hedgerow trimming and 1,300 
metres of protective hedge 
fencing can be carried out this 
winter. 

DWT report that hedgerows 
have dramatically declined in 
the UK since the Second World 
War due to removal to increase 
field size and to make way for 
development. By the 1990s, 
121,000km of hedgerows had 
been lost across the UK. 

Rob Brunt, DWT’s head of 
land management, said: 


“Hedges are an iconic part of 
the Dorset landscape and they 
need to be managed properly if 
they are to continue to benefit 
wildlife. 

“They are used as corridors 
for wildlife to travel through 
safely, provide shelter and 
homes, and are also an impor¬ 
tant source of food. 

“Due to changes in our fund¬ 
ing, we need to raise £30,000 to 
plant new hedgerows and main¬ 
tain existing ones. 


“Our concern is that already 
declining wildlife will suffer if 
we are unable to carry out this 
work.” 

The State of Nature report, 
published in September, 
revealed that many once com¬ 
mon wildlife species are in de¬ 
cline, such as the hedgehog, 
which will benefit from good 
numbers of well-maintained 
hedgerows for protection, shel¬ 
ter and food. 

Other endangered species of 


wildlife which depend on 
hedgerows include dormice, 
who need safe nesting and hi¬ 
bernating sites to survive the 
winter. 

Around 1,500 insects, 65 
birds and 20 mammals, most 
species of bat and the great 
crested newt all require a well- 
connected network of hedges to 
thrive in. 

DWT also needs to plant new 
hedgerow trees to replace the 
trees which have been removed 


or severely damaged by disease. 

It is predicted that in the next 
five to 15 years the recent ash 
dieback disease is expected to 
kill most ashes in Dorset. 

Ash trees are Dorset’s second 
most common hedgerow tree, 
which are vital to maintain the 
biodiversity of the hedgerow.

MEMBERS of Brit Valley Rotary Club were treated 
to an insight into Bridport Fire Station when they 
visited the crew there last month. 

They were impressed to learn that the station is 
only manned by part time staff who have to live 
or work within five minutes of the station so that 
when they receive an emergency message they 
can be there quickly. 

They were shown various items of fire fighting 
equipment as well as tools needed at road traffic 
collisions. 

The group had the chance to sit in one of the 
two fire engines the station has and to use the 
small fire hose. 

The firefighters have a training session every 
week which includes first aid and each appliance 
carries medicines and equipment and the Rotari- 
ans were very impressed by the level of skills ex¬ 
pected by the part time firefighters. 


A spokesperson said: "We were particularly im¬ 
pressed that whilst the firefighters are making 
their way to the fire station, the head quarters of 
the fire service is automatically preloading satel¬ 
lite navigation devices installed in the engines 
with the location of the incident and the fastest 
route to get there. 

"Our guides were watch manager Steve Pask 
and station commander Nic Courtice.The station 
commander is a full time firefighter at Poole and 
is part time like all his colleagues at Bridport Fire 
Station."

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Report shows Dorset Police is a 'good 


DORSET Police has been graded ‘good’ overall at 
keeping people safe and reducing crime. 

The report, by Her Majesty’s Inspectorate of 
Constabulary (HMIC), is the first of three and fol¬ 
lows inspections carried out between March and 
June this year. 

These reports will make up the HMIC annual as¬ 
sessment of all 43 police forces in England and 
Wales. 

Of the 43 forces, 33 were assessed as ‘good’, two 
as ‘outstanding’ and eight as ‘requires improve¬ 
ment’ . 

The ‘good’ rating is an improvement on progress 
since the last report in 2015 when the force was 
deemed to ‘require improvement’ in this area. 

Deputy Chief Constable (DCC) James Vaughan 


said: “I am pleased that HMIC have assessed 
Dorset Police as a good and efficient force. 

“We have been faced with significant reductions 
in funding and this grading result is a testament to 
the hard work that has taken place, ensuring we can 
continue to provide a good service to the residents 
of Dorset. 

“Protecting and safeguarding the most vulnerable 
in Dorset has always been a priority and will be a 
key focus for the force.” 

Dorset Police was found to have a comprehensive 
understanding of the full range of demands for its 
services and the force’s evaluation of likely future 
demand is extensive, demonstrating Dorset Police 
is well prepared. 

Priority areas for future expansion have been 


and efficient force' 

identified as child sexual exploitation, paedophile 
online investigation and cyber-crime. 

Staffing levels are carefully monitored and have 
already increased in both domestic abuse and cyber 
crime teams. 

Dorset Police was found to priorities its current 
resources well to meet demands for services and 
working well with partner agencies to manage de¬ 
mand more efficiently, with the reduction of people 
detained under section 136 of the Mental Health 
Act being singled out as a particular success story. 

Colin Pipe, acting Dorset Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner, welcomed the HMIC’s grading. 

He said: “I am pleased to see Dorset Police has 
been recognised as ‘good’ at making best use of re¬ 
sources and planning for the future. 

“As with all public 
sector organisations, the 
force is rightly scruti¬ 
nised on its efficiency, 
and these positive find¬ 
ings by HMIC reflect 
the efforts made by offi¬ 
cers and staff to best use 
the resources available 
to them to keep people 
safe and reduce crime.” 

Dorset Police are also 
part of other regional 
collaboration projects 
looking at issues such as 
organised crime, foren¬ 
sics, fraud and counter 
terrorism. 

Overall, HMIC found 
Dorset Police to be a 
‘good’ force and did 
not identify any causes 
for concern and made 
no specific recommen¬ 
dations.

While mixture is sitting, coat the rim of the 
glass with the red sugar.To rim the glass, pour 
sugar onto a shallow plate. Dip glass rim into 
water, followed by the sugar. Strain mixture 
from shaker into the martini glass.

CANDY CANE MARTINI 

Ingredients: 

50 ml berry-flavored vodka 
50 ml white Creme de Menthe 
25 ml peppermint schnapps 
Cranberry juice

Martini shaker 

Mini candy canes (for the rim and garnish) 

Instructions: 

Put small candy canes into a quart size freezer 
bag and crush them by using a rolling pin. 
Continue until there are small pieces for rim of 
glass. Combine the vodka, Creme de Menthe 
and peppermint schnapps in a martini shaker 
filled with ice, then shake. Let sit for a minute. 
While mixture is sitting, coat the rim of the 
glass with the crushed candy canes.To rim the 
glass pour candy cane pieces onto a shallow 
plate.

MARVELLOUS MINCE PIES 


PAUL Hollywood prefers melt-in-the-mouth pas¬ 
try for his fruity mince pies, so this recipe is nice 
and short 
PREP: 45 MINS 
COOK: 15 MINS 
SERVES: 16 

Ingredients: 

1 large jar mincemeat (about 600g) 

2 satsuma, segmented 

1 apple, finely chopped 
zest 1 lemon 

little icing sugar, for dusting 
For the pastry 
375g plain flour 
260g unsalted butter, softened 



125g caster sugar, plus extra for sprinkling 
1 large egg, plus 1 beaten egg for glazing 
Instructions: 

Place the flour and butter in a bowl and rub to¬ 
gether to a crumb consistency. Add the sugar 
and the egg, and mix together. Tip out onto a 
lightly floured surface and fold until the pastry 
comes together, be careful not to over mix. Wrap 
the pastry in cling film and chill for 10 mins. 

Scoop the mincemeat into a bowl and add the 
satsumas, apple and zest. 

Heat oven to 220C/200C fan/gas 7. Roll out the 
pastry to 3mm thick. Using a round cutter (about 
10 cm), cut out 16 bases and place them into 
muffin trays. Put 11/2 tbsp mincemeat mixture 
into each. Brush the edge of each pie with a little 
beaten egg. Re-roll out the pastry to cut 7cm lids 
and press them on top to seal. Glaze with the rest 
of the egg, sprinkle with caster sugar, then make 
a small cut in the tops. 

Bake mince pies for 15-20 mins until golden 
brown. Leave to cool before releasing them from 
the muffin trays and dusting with icing sugar. 
Serve.
